Bowls in Old Dublin. 


For hundreds of years Dublin citizens 
have played the game of bowls on public 
and private greens. The oldest blin 
bowling Í was to be found on H 
Green, of which College Green form 
part, and many references to it exist in 
the municipal records. Over three 
centuries ago the city authorities made an 
order that “ Robert Taylor should be 
allowed to make what profit and bnefit 
he can of the free use and exercise of 
bewling, and that he shall have charge 

id care of looking after and overseeing 
the said unrailed bowling r'r-e in Hoggen 
Green during our pleasure.” Buildings. 
however, spread over the southern part 
of Hoggen Green, and when St. Andrew's 
Church was demolished in Dame street it 
waz re-erected on the bowling green of 
Hoggen Green in 1670. 

A few years earlier Alderman/Tighe was 
granted a lease of portion of Oxmantown 
Green on which he was to lay out a 
bowling green and build “a house of 
entertainment for gentlemen."’ ‘This had 
a great vogue for many vears. Dunton in 
his Dublin Scuffle (1609) refers to it 
thus: “ Sometimes I went to the Dublin 
Bowling Green—perhaps the f est in 
Europe—either to divert myself tv play- 
ing cr to look on those that did; where 
I have seen the gentlemen screwing their 
bodies into more antic postures than 
Proteus .ever knew.” This green, too, 
disanpeared before the advance of the 
builder.

Che “ Nail-Picker.” 


Owner-drivers will be interested to learn 
that the State of New Mexico claims to 
have fewer punctures than any other part 
of the United States, where every fifth 

rson owns a car. The comparative 
immunity is attributed to the employ- 
ment on its highroads of an electrical 
“nail-picker.” This device is mounted on 
a lorry, and comprises a long steel bar 
connected to an electric generator, which 
magnetises it. As the big magnet is run 
over the roads it picks up every piece of 
steel—nails, nuts, screws and all odd bits 
of metal that might damage tyres. These 
adhere to the bar, and at convenient 
intervals the lorry is driven to a dump, 
where the collection is discarded.

Other breeds are use- 
ful for crossing with the shorthorn to produce 
superior stores, but they cam make no per- 
manent improvement in the cattle of the 
country. We must develop both milk and 
meat, and for that reason we can never do 
without the dairy shorthornm cow. 

Where cow-testing has been practised for 
several years, it has been noticed that bovine 
tuberculosis has disappeared, due to hetter 
treatment and feeding of the stock, and the 
elimination of poor thrivers, The Committee 
look forward to the time when every cow 
will be tested for tuberculosis, and also 
await a Government pronouncement on the 
claims recently made for the Spahlinger 
vaccine. While supporting every effort to 
stamp out this disease in cattle, the Com- 
mittee ' do not feel that its prevalence ”’ 
is such that the public need be unduly 
alarmed.”’

Continuing, he said that the emigration 
quota wil) never reach the level at which it 
had been in the past, and they should leave 
no stone unturned to advertise the facilities 
of traasport for people coming from the 
United States to Ireland, and seek to bring 
back some of the thirty millions of Irish 
people’ in» the States to select their own 
country for their annual holiday. | 

The United States Line, which was mainly 
Irish, had given some consideration to the 
Board’s proposals, and they were confident, 
anxious and willing to take their part im 
the use of Cork Harbour as a terminal port. 

“Tf we cannot raise sufficient money in 
this country,” said the Chairman, ‘“‘for 
national transport to run in conformity with 
Trish ideas and Irish progress, the best thing 
is to fall back on those controlled by people 
with Irish sympathies.”’ 

He pointed out that the present tender 
service was a drawback, and discouraging to

Mr. Wallace mentioned that if liners came 
to Cobh in 1932 for the Eucharistic Congress 
the Great Southern Railways were prepared 
to run special trains from Cork to Dublin, 
night and morning, and tburists would be 
able to sleep in their cabins at night. 

“I am disappointed with these replies,”’ 
added the Chairman. “There is not the 
least bit of encouragement in them. We say 
not a word against other ports in the Saorstat 
who are developing; we say more power to 
them.”

NIGGER IN THE WOODPILE. 

Mr. Hugo Flinn, T.D., said that the present 
handicap was common io all the shipping com- 
panies using Cobh, and, thereíore, they did 
not seek to have it removed, After the War 
some of the liner companies had no intention 
of using Cobh, and a campaign was started to 
bring discredit on the port of Cork. That 
campaign succeeded to an extent, but the 
nigger in the woodpile was the United States 
lines, who came to Cork and were followed 
by the other companies. Because the 
German lines went to Galway for traffic, other 
companies had to follow, but every day of 
their lives they cursed that German line for 
going there.

Spindles had been 
reduced by about 92,000, some five mills 
were stopped or closed down, and the re- 
mainder were only operating about 50 per 
cent. normal working time. Unless costs 
of production were reduced, it would he 
almost impossible for spinners to carry on. 
Every effort, it was stated, had been made 
t» bring down working costs to a minimum, 
and employers had now go; to the point 
that wages must be reduced. 

The empioyés’ representatives, in reply, 
pointed’ out that it was the world economic 
conditions that had placed the linen in- 
dustry in the peas it was to-day. Were 
it the only industry, even in Great Britain, 
which was passing through a crisis, then 
the employers might have an argument te 
support a reduction in wages, but in view 
of the fact that all industries, apart from 
Britain and Northern Ireland, in the so- 
called competitive countries, were ina worse 
state, there could be no justification for the 
proposed reduction. 


WAGES. 

Fignres were quoted to prove the conten- 
tion that there had been more trade failures 
in the United States, in Itely, Germany, 
and France, and it was emphasised that i” 
ihe linen industry a lower rate of wages. was 
being paid than in any of the competitive 
industries, such as cotton and wool, and 
also a lower rate than in any other Trade 
Board occupations.

“Technical Perjury.” 
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From Our Own CorresPonpent. 
GALWAY, Wednesday. 

How a mother in order to prevent her son 
from going to sea falsely swore to the Civic 
Guards that he had stolen £2 so that he 
would be detained until his ship had left, was 
described by Mr. Hal MacDermott, solicitor, 
in plesding for leniency at Galway Circuit 
Court for Mrs. Nora McHugh, of Callagh, 
Roundstone, who admitted that she had made 
a false declaration on oath to a Peace Com- 
missioner. 

Mr. MacDermott said that Mrs. McHugh is 
a widow, who owns a small farm of land, and 
has three sons. Of these only one, Michael. 
was able to work the farm. A boat named 
the Duchess of Chester came to the pier at 
Aillebrack. The crew deserted as soon as the 
vessel reached the pier, and the ship, which 
was bringing kelp to Glasgow, was left there. 
An attempt was made to get a fresh crew, 
and one of the men who signed on was the 
accused woman’s son, Michael. He did not 
tell his mother directly that he had decided 
to change from a farmer to a sailor, but she 
suspected, and when she went to the vessel 
and made inquiries her worst fears were 
realised. 

She went to the Guards at Clifden, and 

asked them to stop Michael braving the 
perils of the ocean. They pointed out that 
as he was over seventeen years of age they 
could not stop him unless there was some 
charge against him. She then said that he 
had stolen £2 from her, and she went before 
a Peace Commissioner, and made a declara- 
tion to this effect. On going home she con- 
sulted a priest, who pointed out to her the 
wrongness of what she had done, and she 
immediately admitted to the Guards that the 
whole thing was a fabrication.

+ ie but this is a short-sighted policy, and 
the high cost of local generation seriously re- 
tards development, as the charges necessary 
cannot be low enough to attract power users 
or to encourage the: use of electricity for 
domestic purposes other than lighting, There 
are cases, of course, where transmission line 
charges are pte mite. and each case must 
be considered on its merits unless some com- 
prehensive scheme is formulated. 


FINANCIAL DIFFICULTY. 

“The chief financial difficulty is the period 
of development, and this can be helped greatly 
by low basic cost of generation, suitable tariffs 
and facilities for hire purchase of apparatus 
and fittings. A supply authority can only 
carry out extensions at a rate which will 
allow the interest and sinking fund charges 
incurred to be met out of revenue once its 
business is established, and can only grow at 
the rate allowed by this margip. 

“ Al new undertakings must run for an 
initial period without profit. A norma! 
estimated period for new business to reach 
a profit-earning stage is five years. This 
period can be shortened by, energy and enter- 
prise, if circumstances favour effort, but it 
will be seen that progress must be compara- 
tively slow, unless means are found to finance 
extensions, so that capital charges do not 
become a charge on revenue account until a 
reasonable period has elapsed for develor- 
ment of the area. 


NOT A RICH FIELD. 

** Northern Ireland as a whole is not a 
rich field for electrical development. It is 
sparsely populated. Rural electrification will 
be difficult, on account of the comparative 
smallness of the farms, and the linen mills 
are difficult prospects; first. on account of 
the state of trade, also on account of the 
prevalent conviction among mill-owners and 
their engineers that the use of reducing 
pressure steam enzines and steam turbines 
will always best meet their industrial steam 
requirements, and give them ' electricity at

GALWAY, Wednesday. 

“This case is an example of how Nemesis 
overtakes the wrongdoers,”’ said Judge Wyse 
Power, in the Galway Circuit Court, in sen- 
tencing Thomas Burke, of Gortroe, to fifteen 
months’ imprisonment, with hard labour, for 
stealing a postal packet, containing securities, 
valued at £164, Fil the Post, while he was 
employed as temporary postman. 

Mr. H. MacDermott, solicitor (for Burke), 
said that defendant is about 27 years of age. 
He had served three and a half years in the 
Free State Army, which he had left with a 
good recommendation. One of the letters he 
got to deliver was addressed to William 
Laffey, of Gardenham. Laffey had told the 
accused man that he was expecting money, 
On the day that he got the letter the aecused 
man had some poteen and stout taken. He 
kept the registered letter, came to Galway 
Post Office, and cashed it, and immediately 
left the country. ‘“He went to Canada,” 
continued Mr. MacDermott, ‘‘ and from there 
he skipped over to the United States. I am 
informed, not by himself, but by responsible 
people, that most of the money went into the 
pockets of officials in America in making 
easier his path from Canada. He had em- 
ployment for some time until, as I suppose, 
communication was started between the Irish 
police and the American police, and he was 
eventually taken into custody, and inéar- 
cerated for six months on Ellis Island. I 
think from there he was deported to Belfast, 
and from there he himself came home to his 
father’s place, was discovered by the Guards, 
and arrested.’’ 
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Woman Killed. 
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That deceased woman died from shock, 
following injuries received at Teghnavin, 
Lurgan, on the night of December 20, sus- 
tained by being knocked down by a motor 
vehicle driven by some person at present un- 
known, was the verdict returned at the re- 
sumed inquest in Lurgan last night on the 
body of Isabella Doyle (64), of no fixed 
address, whose body was found lying on 
the roadgide close to Lurgan town. 

Coroner Gibson remarked that it was a 
callous action on the part of the driver not 
to stop after the accident. He hoped the 
perpetrator of the dastardly action would be 
made amenable for that horrible outrage.

Derry Farmers' 
Concern. 
Opposition to the 
Corporation Bill.

DERRY , Wednesday. 
LARGE and representative meeting of 
the farmers of Derry district and Co. 
Donegal, who trade in the Derry dis- 
trict, was held to-day to discuss the Derry 
Corporation Bill.. It was considered that the 
interests of the farmers, should the bill be- 
come law as it stood, would be substantially 
affected, and their present method of selling 
their produce would be curtailed at a time 
+ ong agricultural industry was at its lowest 
ebb. 
It was pointed out that the Corporation 
was endeavouring to establish the right, and 
obtain powers to charge tolls on farmers’ 
earts using the streets of that city for sell- 
ing, or offering for sale, their. produce, and 
to make the whole of the City of Derry a 
market place for the purpose o ot ing, tolls 
on all produce, besides putting tolls on all 
marketable commodities which never had 
been tollable before, such as cream, jam, 
and cheese. , 

This chargé on farmers’ carts and motor 
lorries was characteristised as unjust, and 
one which would amount to a heavy annual 
charge on all farmers using the city daily as 
their market town, and would have the effect 
of driving business from the city. 


NO REDUCTION. 

It was further pointed out that in no in- 
stance had the Corporation in its bill made 
an effort to reduce the tolls, ag it was con- 
tended should be done, in keeping with the 
falling values of to-day, but that, in fact, the 
tolls were the same, or, as was the case in 
some instances, increased, while new tolls 
were added. 

All the farmers present were urged to 
acquaint their neighbours of the terms of the 
bill, and get their support in opposition to it. 

The meeting decided to take all possible 
steps to oppose the bill, and a scheme was 
drawn up to raise a fund for this purpose. 

A committee was appointed, with full 
powers to deal with the matter.

J udge 's Warning.

GALWAY, Wednesday. 
“There has been too much of the gun in 
this country,” said Judge Wyse Power in 
the Galway Circuit Court, in concluding his 
charge to the jury in a case in which a man 
named Glynn, aged 60, a gamekeeper, of 
Glebe, Craughwell, employed by Mr. Bowes 


who has acted as bailiff for forty years in 
the county, was charged with having 
maliciously wounded, shot at, and assaulted 
James Verdon, labourer, Clough, Gurteen. 
and with having unlawfully shot at. wounded 
and assaulted John Verdon, James's father. 

The jury returned a verdict ‘‘ that Glynn 
was guilty of having fired at and wounded 
James Verdou and of having shot at John 
Verdon.” On each of the counts the Judge 
sentenced Glynn to imprisonment for twelve 
calendar -months, with hard labour, suitable 
to his age. 

Glynn also was found guilty of having been 
in unlawful possession of a revolver, and on 
this count he was sentenced to a month's 
imprisonment, all the sentences to run con- 
currently. 

In sentencing Glynn, the Judge said that 
he agreed with the jury’s verdict. ““T have 
a duty to perform to the public,” he con- 
tinued. ‘‘ Any sentence I pronounce on you 
is not so much punishment on you as 4 
warning to everyone else in the County Gal- 
way who might have a lethal weapon and 
allow his temper to overcome his judgment 
and to injure someone. The protection of 
the public is the primary interest which I 
sit here to serve, and I must pass sentence 
on you, old as you are.”

British Parties and India. 

Recent discussions have defined the main 
views of the various parties to the Indian 
All the Indian representa- 
tives, including the Princes, demand the 
fullest measure of Dominion self-govern- 
ment. For most of them this measure 
implies a cc fede.ati . of provinces and 
states under the authority of a central 
legislature, to which a federal executive 
will be responsible. At the outset certain 
over-ruling powers would be reserved to 
the Viceroy, but only at the outset. On 
this extreme demand Hind: and Moslem 
speak with one voice, although, as the 
Conference has shown, their age-long dis- 
trust of each other remains wholly 
unabated. There are three British atti- 
tudes to the andian claim, “The Socialist 
i. ver ens seems to be prepared to go the 
whole way with Hindu -n@ Moslem; Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald’s interjections suggest 
that Indian agreement on any point of 
principle or detail is the cnly thing that 
matters. The Liberal Party, through the 
Marquess of MReading’s speech, has 
associated itself with the British Govern- 
ment. Lord Reading accepts the claim 
for ‘‘responsibility at the centre,” and 
his speech is proof that even the most 
far-reaching proposals for Indian self- 
government will be supported by Mr. 
Lloyd George's followers. The party’s only 
conditions are that a workable scheme of 
federal government shall be devised and 
that sufficient safeguards shall be pro- 
vided. 

The Conservative Party alone has not 
engaged itself strictly to the adventure. 
Addressing the Conference on Tuesday, 
Sir Samuel Hoare associated the Conserva- 
tives with the genera] desire for a settle- 
ment of Indian affairs. Thus British 
opinion of all shades is unanimous on the 
need of political advance in India. Sir 
Samuel Hoare, however, refuses to assume, 
with the actor ‘n ‘“‘A Pantomime Re- 
hearsal,” that “it will be all right on 
the night.” As he pointed out, the pro- 
posed federal scheme and the federal 
executive’s proposed responsibility to a 
central legislature bristled with practical 
difficulties and with possibilities of mis- 
understanding. The British House of 
Commons is ne thing; an all-India 
Federation would be another, and Sir 
Samuel Hoare fears that the huge size of 
India and her varied races must create 
formidable problems. He doubts the wis- 
dom of efforts to impose the British theory 
of Cabinet responsibility on a Government 
that would differ in nearly all respects 
from a British Government, but he was 


careful to explain that the Conservative 


Party’s attitude to the Indian demand 
was not hostile; it was non-committal. 
Hitherto the Conference has dealt only in 
hopes and phrases, and tie essential 
question remains unanswered. Can th: 
Conference—can any wit of man—con- 
struct a scheme which Britain can afford 
to offer and Indians will adopt? 

We welcome Sir Samue] Hoare’s warn- 
ing, but at this stage it is not enough. 
fs there uo voice in England that will 
recall the country—even if it cannot recall] 
the Conference—to a sense of reality? 
For nearly two hundred years Great 
Britain has governed India. She has 
given. peace and a large measure of 
prosperity to a vast population which 
previously had been the helpless prey of 
a thousand tyrants. She has held the 
balance between two creeds whose natural 
instinct is to be at each other’s throat. 
She has fixed on the North-West Frontier 
a barrier to which the fat plains of the 
Punjab owe their very existence, Further- 
more, she has built a commerce ‘which is 
of enormous value to herself and to in- 
dustrial India, where many millions of 
British capital are employed. During 
those two hundred years India’s thre 
hundred million people have shown small 
desire and equally small capacity for self 
government; but now the amenities ot 
British civilisation have created in India 
a half-educated class that clamours for 
political power. Numerically it is in 
significant; politically it has frightened 
the British Government and controls the 
present Conference. This minority is not 
content to learn the arts of politics by 
slow stages; it insists that the latest 
embellishments of modern democracy shal] 
be thrust on a patriarchal continent, and 
that the political devices of the bazaar 
shall replace British experience, the 
British genius for law and order, and 


the immense sanctions of the British 


Army in India, Nothing in the present 
Conference has furnished the slightest 
justification for such wild experiment. 
The maddest Cesar would not have 
gambled so lightly with his empire’s fate.

Like 
theirs, her insurrection was probably a 


nationalist gesture, directed against the. 


predominance of North American interest 


in Panama—a predominance which inci- 


dentally gives a basis for .-.e charges of 
corruption levied against the deposed 
administration. On the other hand, it is 
difficult to see what Panama expects to 
gain by such a reversal of her former 
policy. Her interests are linked more 


closely with the outside world than 


are those of any other Latin 
American Republic. The Canal zone, 
a strip of territory ten miles wide, 
the exclusive control, so 
far as internal administration is con- 
cerned, of the United States; and most 
of the little Republic’s prosperity is due 
to her foreign associations. Moreover, the 
admixture of foreign elements in Panama’s 
population wou d seem to discourage any 
violent national sentiment. In addition 
to the thousands of North Americans who 
occupy the Canal zone and, to a less 
extent, the whole Republic, there is a 
large proportion of Indians and negroes ; 
the negroes, indeed, lack any sort of senti- 
mental attachment to Panama, and take 
pride only in their British citizenship. 
With these admixtures it is strange that 
Panama retains a national outlook at all ; 
yet the recent insurrection would seem to 
show that she considers her Latin con- 
tacts to be of paramount importance. 


The ltalian Flight. 


The Italian formation flight across the 
Atlantic is one of the finest feats that 


have been achieved since the first 
aeroplane left the earth. Such words in no 
way belittle the great pioneers like the 
Wright brothers, Blériot or the earlier 
flyers of the Atlantic. The late Sir John 
Alcock, Sir Arthur Whitten Browne and 
Colonel Lindbergh had an equal courage 
when they started on their lonely journeys, 
but they were individuals. Now Italy, 
like England, has shown that ordinary 
discipline can make a collective conquest 
if the spirit of the nation is sufficiently 
high. Her Air Minister, General Balbo, 
did not hesitate to share the risks that 
were asked of his officers and men, and 
by his official presence he personified with 
the expedition the genius of old Rome. 
Before the squadron left Bolama, in 
Portuguese Guinea, General Balbo said 
that he would feel satisfied if only six 
of the twelve machines reached Brazil. 
Indeed, 
enough to have deserved the name of 
success for the atiempt. In the result, 
however, ten machines landed in the 
Brazilian port of Natal, and the expected 
success had become a_ transcendent 
triumph. Even in the case of the two sea- 
planes that were forced to come down on 
the Atlantic, Italian organisation was 
equal to the emergency. Six crijisers were 
detailed to patrol the path of flight, and 
thus the airmen were rescued with the 
promptest despatch. This forethought by 
the Government, if it abated the risks, did 
nothing to mitigate the difficulties of the 
flight. Formation flying in easy conditions 
is not the simplest of tasks ; when machines 
are being bufieted by ocean winds and 
blinded by mists it is a work of art oÍ 
no mean kind. In spite of every obstacle, 
the ten survivors made an orderly descent 
at Natal, cnd no straggling arrival marred 
the completion of this magnificent per- 
formance, If Dr. H. Y. Tyrrell were 
alive, he might have added a new exploit 
to his monograph on Balbus. 


Che rifling of the Earl of Bothwell’s 
colin on Monday in the crypt of 
Faarcvejle Church, North Zealand, recalls 
one of the chief personal tragedies of 
history. If any one thing in a 
person’s life can be Leld to be tne pre- 
disposing cause of all that follows, the 
explosion at Kirk o’ Fields may be held 
responsible for the execution of Mary 
Queen of Scots at Fotheringay. Whether 
or nct Mary was an accessory before the 
fact, there is no doubt that Bothwell, 
whom she married three months later, 
was the murderer, or that the Scottish 
and English people held her to be equally 
guilty. This popular belief doomed her; 
for it neutralised the sway that a 
beautiful woman still exercised over a 
factious nation. In later years it 
tipped the scales against her when the 
vacillating Elizabeth was struggling to 
reconcile the advice of her Ministers, who 
feared the plots to place Mary on the 
‘ glish throne, with her own natural 
distaste to condemn a crowned head t> the 
scaffold It is a virtual certainty 
that, if she had not known that 
James privately regarded his mother 
as the murderess of his father, Elizabeth 
would have refused to allow the 
execution. The pity of the story is that 
the man for whom Mary in the result 
sacrificed everything—even her liie—was 
the unworthy James Hepburn, whom only

He declared that 
grain merchants and agriculturists in im- 
porting countries did not appreciate the 
present extremely low wheat prices, and 
would welcome an advance in prices by 
the exporting countries.

Provision 
also will be made for air passengers who 
have the misfortune to be stranded 
through any cause. Hitherto, in the 
event of an air liner’s having to make a 
forced landing owing to bad weather, a 
mechanical defect or a mishap, the 
passengers have had to make their own 
arrangements. Under an agreement, which 
has now been reached between the railway 
companies and Imperial Airways, if any 
mishap should occur, the pilot will issue a 
free voucher to passenger, entitling 
him to a first class ticket from the 
nearest railway station to his destination. 


Atlantic Fares. 


The big passenger liner shipping com- 
panies will be faced with an interesting 
problem when they come to deal with the 
sweeping reductions in first-class fares 
accepted at the recent meeting of tno 
North Atlantic Passenger Conference; for 
hitherto there has been a keen demand for 
the best type of accommodation available. 
Owing to the financial stringency there 
has been of late a talling off in this de- 
mand, while the great improvement in 
other classes, so far as comfort is con- 
cerned, has been a factor in making 
cneaper travel more popular. The point 
for auecision is whether the day of the 
luxury suite is over, One company has 
come to the conciusion that it is, and in- 
tends to make considerable alteration in 
its principal vessels to secure the patron- 
age of the less wealthy client. it is 
probable, however, that the big reduc- 
tions in first-class fares will tend to 
renew the demand for luxury accommoda- 
tion when financial conditions improve. 


lhe Cadet Corps. 


The withdrawal of recognition from the 
Cadet Corps by the British Government 
has had the eect of bringing the move- 
ment toyether to a remarkabie extent, and 
it is now settling down in its new torm 
with neither State grant nor official 
recognition. Out of eighty seven public 
secondary school cadet units two only have 
been disbanded, and the other eighty-tive 
are carrying on, so far as possible, as 
heretofore, with the exception that mili- 
tary exercises will not be carried out. 
In present circumstances, it appears that 
it is not permissible for dummy rides to 
be carried; but real rifles may be pred 
on ranges, so that shooting competitions 
may be organised, and these alone will 
suffice to keep the movement in being. 


A heavy Loss. 


Although the Norwegian motor vessel 
Tricolor, which sank in the Indian Ocean, 
owing to an explosion, was not a large 
vessel, being only a little over six 
thousand tons, it will involve considerable 
loss to the marine insurance market. 
Insurance policies were issued on the hull 
at a value of over £100,000, while the 
eargo of arms and ammunition, destined 
to China, was insured for £200,000. For 
some years consignments of arms and 
ammunition to China were not insurable 
in the London market, but just over 
eighteen months ago objections by the 
Foreign Office to the issue of such policies

Complaints. 


HOW AND WHY 
GHEY ARISE. 


— -- >--- -—— 


By a SpeciaL CORRESPONDENT. 


We hear a good deal now and again about 
what is called the ‘‘air-mind.’’ I never 
heard until yesterday, however, that there is 
such.a thing as the “ telephone-mind.”’ ..Yet, 
it is considered to be a most important thing 
by the officials in charge of the Free State 
telephone services. 

The “ telephone-mind,”’ I was informed by 
Mr. Cassidy and Mr. McGann, who are in 
charge of the Telephone Traflic Department 
of the Post Office, is one that had been found 
very difficult to develop im subscribers 
There are very many subscribers who are 
efficient in the use of the telephone, but there 
are others—and their numbers are large— 
who do not appear to Be able to use the 
telephone—that is, with a true appreciation 
of its value, and of the nature of the service 
it renders, 


HOW COMPLAINTS ARISE. 

This applies particularly to the business 
man, who does not always act as he would 
if he were receiving an important visitor. 
A little forethought, it was pointed out to 
me, was all that was necessary. It is a 
fairly general practice, when the telephone 
rings, for a man to take up the receiver and 
hold it in his hand without putting it to his 
ear, while he concludes a conversation with 
another person, or finishes the reading or 
dictation of a letter, What happens in such 
a case is that when the person on the other 
end of the line hears the dialling tone cease. 
and gets no answer after a short time, ie 
concludes that something has gone wrong, 
and hangs up. It may be that he will make 
a complaint to the Exchange, or that ine 
other person, when he finally answers and 
gets no reply, will ring up the Exchange 
and ask the reason for the call. 

This may appear a trivial matter, but it 
is surprising, I was told, how often it 
happens. It has become a habit with man) 
peopie. 


TROUBLE FOR OPERATORS. 

The operators at the exchanges are often 
troubled by people not putting the receivers 
back after they have finished a call. Even 
on the automatic exchanges in Dublin men 
are busy all through the day watching for 
subscribers who do net put their receivers 
back. 

Wrong. numbers have become more 
prevalent since tha automatic system was 
installed than during the manual system. 

Long conversations on local calls have 
now become a source of great trouble *o 
officials of the telephone department since 
the automatic system was installed. Pre- 
viously the operator was able to ‘‘ cut in’ 
and tell the subscriber ‘that he had been 
talking long enough, and that the line was 
wanted, but now nobody caa interfere with 
an automatic call, 

Frequently complaints are received that 
the line is bad because one person cann.'t 
hear the other very well. Nearly always, 
[ am told, this is due to one or other of 
the people not speaking into the mouth- 
piece 


WORKING THE AUTOMATIC. 

Those who are not used to the automatic 
telephon?s should read the instructions. 
Then they will be able to distinguish be- 
tween the low-pitched, even dialling buzz, 


the double-burring sound signifyine that the 
number called is connected, the high-pitcheJ 
buzz, with even periods of sound and silence, 
indicating that the nunrber ix engaged, an:! 
the continuous high-pitched buzz, which 
indicates that the taker is unobtainable. 

A person who uses the coin machines in 
call offices and kiosks should take care to 
press button “: A ” when he hears the person 
at the other end talking; for though he can 
hear that person, he himself cannot be heard 
until the button “ A ' is pressed. 


THE “ PERSONAL ” CALL. 

The “ personal’’ trunk call is a thing 
almost unknown over here, although great 
use is made of it in the United States. What 
it really means is that if I want a person 
in Cork, and am not sure if he is at the 
number 1 give, I ask the trunk exchange 
operator to make a personal trunk call for 
me. I pay ls: or 4s. . extra, according 
to the distance, and then the Dublin Ex- 
change will get the Cork Exchange to 
“hunt’’ for the person I want. If he is 
not at the number I give, they will find out 
where he is likely to Le, and ring there, and 
keep ringing if there is a probability of 
finding him. Then, when I. have found the 
person I want, I have to pay only for the 
time from which I begin to talk, plus the 
Is. or 1s.

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RAILWAY TRAINS| Dublin’s

PETROL TANKS TAKE | 
FIRE. 


MEN BURNED TO. 
DEATH. 


HREE lives were lost in a petrol tank 
fire which broke out after a collision 
between a coal train and a goods train on 
the London North-Eastern Railway, near 
Tottenham, yesterday. 
The dead men ere:— 
Driver Leonard Percival 
Green street, Stratford ; 
Goods Guard Walter Chaplin, of Lanc- 
ing road, Ilford; and 
Fireman C. E. Thorne, 
road, Brentford. 
Driver Wright and Guard Chaplin were 
burned to death on the spot, and Fireman 
Thorne. who had ali his clothing burnt off, 
died in North Middlesex Hospital. The 
accident occurred on the goods line at 
Northumberland Park, between Ange! 
road and Tottenham, at 8.45 a.m. 


HOW THE ACCIDENT OCCURRED. 


A graphic description of it was given by 
Mr. H. W. €. Drury, District Superin- 
tendent of the London North-Eastern Rail- 
way at Stratford. Mr. Drury said :— 

‘‘A goods train to Angel road was 
standing at the signal at Northumberland 
Park. A tank engine was standing be- 
hind it. A coal train from the docks to 
Brimsdown ran into the rear of it. The 
force of the collision threw two tanks of 
petrol off the road. Apparently one of the 
t-»'ss was holed, and the petrol ran out 
and canght fire. There was also a third 
tank wagon, but it contained tar. 

“The driver and fireman of the tank 
engine both jumped for it, but they were 
too late. They must already have been on 
fire, probably through being splashed by 
petrol. The guard of the Angel road train 
was burned to death in his van. There 
was no boiler expicsion. The train with 
the tanks had been standing there about 
five minutes on the down goods line. 


BODIES RECOVERED. 


“ The petrol tanks were tilted over to- 
wards the main line, but without fouling 
it. The bodies of the driver and firemen 
were seen ten minutes after the collision, 
but the guard was not seen for some time 
afterwards, The bcdies of Driver Wright 
and Guard Chaplin were very much 
charred.”’ 


““$A VAST FLAME.” 


A description of the scene after the col- 
lision was given by Mr. W. R. Rookby, at 
the rear of whose house it occurred. 

At 8.45, he said, there was a crash that 
shook the house. I rushed out. A vast 
flame was raging along thirty yards of the 
goods line. The trake van, into which 
the light engine had been forced, was 
already ablaze. Two oil tank wagons had 
been thrown off the permanent way, and 
one of them had burst. The flames and

from me. 

When next I glimpsed the accident I| 
could see rescue workers already trying to 
get near the light engine. An hour and 
a half passed before a body was taken 
from the cab. All that remained of it 
was a charred skeleton. The flames were 
roaring fiercely for three-quarters of an 
hour, and mingled with the roar was the 
scream of escaping steam. The heavy en- 
gine was tittle damaged. Its driver and 
firemen escaped with shock. 

Three hours passed before the burning 
oil was wholly extinguished. The Totten- 
ham Fire Brigade was quickly on the 
scene, and fought the flames with sand, 
chemicals and water. Rescue workers 
rushed to the scene frcm Northumberland 
Park. Station immediately that the crash 
occurred. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT, 


A statement issued by the railway com- 
pany sa that, as a safety precaution, the 
passenger lines adjoining those on which 
the accident occurred were closed for 
twenty-five minutes, and the 7.47 a.m. 
train from Cambridge was diverted by an 
alternative route, 

Otherwise there was little delay. 

An express train from ‘Cambridge 


passed the scene of the crash only a few !

The report of the Irish Free State 
Registrar-General for 1929, just issued, 
shows that, while there was a drop of 
almost 4,000 in the emigration figures as 
compared with 1928, the population of the 
Free State still fell by a further 3,000. 
The number of deaths was up, while the 
birth-rate was the lowest recorded since 
the Free State came into being. 

The estimated population of Saorstat 
Eireann in the middle of 1929 was 2,946,000, 
being 5,000 under that in the middle of 1928. 
and 26,000 less than the population as dis- 
cloBed by the census of 1926. 

A decrease was noted in the emigration 
figures, which were 3,918 ‘under those of 
3. Altogether 18,165 persons emigrated 
during the vear. 

FEWER MARRIAGES. 

The deaths registered during 1929 showed 
an increase, and the marriages and births 
showed decreases as compared with 1928. 

The number of marriages registered in 
1929 was 13,593, being 123 less than in tae 
preceding year, and 1,377 under the average 
(14,970) for the ten years 1919-28. In 1929 
the marriage rate per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion was 4.61, in 1928 it was 4.65, and in 
the fan preceding years the average was 
4.95. 

In Northern Ireland the marriage rate for 
1929 was 5.96. In England and Wales it 
was 7.9, and in Scotland 6.76. 


LOWEST BIRTH RATE. 

Births registered in the Free State during 
1929 numbered 58,280 (legitimate 56,427, and 
illegitimate 1,853), this being the lowest 
total annual number of births ever recorded 
for the Saorstat area. The average for the 
previous ten years was 61,627. The birth 
rate for 1929 per 1,000 of tha population was 
19.78; in the preceding year it was 20.07, 
and the average for the preceding ten years 
was 20.41. 

In Northern Ireland the birth rate was 
20.59, in Encland and Wales 16.25, and in 
Sectland 19.02. 

LOWEST TUBERCULOSIS DEATH RATE. 

TYhe number of deaths registered in the 
Free State in 1929 was 42.991, or 14.59 per 
1.000 of the population, as compared with 
41.792 deaths and a rate of 14.17 per 1,000 in 
1928, and an average for the preceding ten 
years of 44,864, with a rate of 14.84 per 
1,000. 

The rate for tuberculosis was 1.32 of the 
population in 1929, as against 1.37 in 1928, 
and an average for the preceding ten years 
of 1.55 per 1,000 of the population. The 
number of deaths from this cause in 1929 
was 5,875 {or 9.0 per cent. of the total 
deaths) ; in 1928 it was 4,047, and during the 
preceding ten years the average: was 4,683 

The mortality in 1929 was the lowest yet 
recorded, and was 14.8 per cent. below the 
average for the preceding ten years.

(á) That. ax a necessary work of permanent 
public utility, the execution of the scheme 
would provide an ideal opportunity for the 
relief of unemployment. Of the proposed 
expenditure of £60,000, my Committee are 
advised that about £50,000 would be paid 
in wages. 

UNUSED LANDS. 

It was further pointed out that the 100 
acres of unused lands, which the Committee's 
technical advisers suggest should be reclaimed 
as the site for a municipal aerodrome, might, 
alternatively, become a source of substantial 
revenues in the form of rents from foottall. 
tennis, and other sports clubs, which now 
find it difficult to obtain adequate accom- 
modation elsewhere. The deputation also laid 
stress upon another extremely attractive 
feature of the schome, namely, the comple 
tion ‘of an eight-mile long seaside coastal 
drive, which would be completed by the road 
way on the proposed lake embankment 
between the end of the Bull Island and Sutton 
foreshore. 

Finally, the members of the deputation 

urged upon the Municipal Council—should 
its members regard the scheme favourably— 
that its execution should be treated as a 
matter of urgency, in view of the Eucharistic 
Congress to be held in Dublin in June, 1932, 
and to be followed by 
Tailteann Games. 
It was suggested that such an opportunity 
of showing the many thousands of visitors 
who will then be amongst us from all parts 
of the world that Dublin is a really pro. 
gressive city. should not be allowed to pass. 
As pointed out by the deputation, the 
Marine Lake project is not put forward as a 
substitute for any housing or other develop. 
ment schemes that may be in contemplation 
It is submitted as a sound business scheme. 
the execution of which, while providing the 
maximum amount of employment relrtiveiy 
to the expenditure involved, would also 
prove a productive municipal investment 

I have only to add that the members of the 
deputation were more than pleased with 
their reception, and their impression that 
majority of the members 
of. the Corporation are definitely in favour 
of the scheme being treated as a matter of 


urgency.
